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It  is  my  duty  to  observe  the  condition  of  your  schools, 
accurately  report  my  findings  to  the  board,  suggest  such 
measures  as  will  increase  the  efficiency  of  your  school  sys- 
tem, and  to  exercise  such  authority  as  you  may  delegate 
to  me. 

•  From  my  observations  I  am  happy  to  report  that  as 
a  whole  the  work  done  in  your  schools  since  last  Septem- 
ber has  been  in  a  marked  degree  successful,  for  work  done 
under  the  existing  unfavorable  conditions.  The  conditions 
of  which  I  speak  are  the  following.  In  the  five  isolated 
buildings,  in  which  schools  have  been  kept  during  the  past 
year,  we  find  in  the  surroundings,  outbuildings,  black- 
boards, floors,  seating,  heating  and  ventilating  a  condi- 
tion existing  from  that  which  is  intolerable  in  the  Meadow 
and  Glebe  houses  to  that  which  can  quite  easily  be  made 
acceptable  in  the  East  and  Depot  buildings ;  and  all  the 
schools,  even  including  the  two  rooms  at  the  Center,  we 
find  too  many  grades  for  efficient  work  of  the  quality  and 
extent  now  demanded. 

The  first  of  these  conditions  can  be  obviated,  if  it  is 
desirable  so  to  do,  by  abandoning  the  first  two  named 
schools  and  the  expending  of  a  small  sum  each  year  on  one 
of  the  three  remaining  houses.  The  latter  difficulty  can  be 
overcome  in  no  other  way  than  by  farther  consolidation. 

I  believe  the  time  is  now  ripe  when  the  people  of  West- 
moreland should  squarely  meet  the  issue,  as  to  what  extent 
they  will  consolidate  their  schools,  and  to  inaugurate  a 
policy  which  shall  be  definite  for  a  period  of  years.  It  is, 
of  course,  within  the  power  of  the  board  to  close  one  or 
all  of  the  outlying  schools,  and  to  expend  to  the  extent  of 
one-fourth  of  all  school  moneys  for  transportation,  yet  few 
boards  would  care  to  take  so  radical  a  step  without  the 
expressed  wish  of  the  people. 

I  hesitate,  therefore,  to  advise  the  expending  of  another 
dollar  in  repairs  on  any  of  the  rural  buildings  until  I  can 
have  definite  assurance  that  the  building  will  not  be  aban- 
doned in  the  near  future. 
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I  suggest,  therefore,  to  the  board  and  through  the 
board  to  the  people  that  this  issue  be  raised  at  once,  and 
that  after  due  agitation  and  deliberation  an  expression  of 
the  people  be  called  for  by  vote  in  a  school  meeting  called 
for  that  purpose. 

It  has  been  frequently  said  that  the  high  school  is  the 
poor  man's  college.  That  it  should  be  such,  in  a  small 
town  like  ours,  rather  than  a  preparatory  school,  there  can 
be  but  little  argument  to  gainsay.  If  then,  the  high  school 
is  to  perform  the  same  functions  for  the  pupil  unable  to 
pursue  a  more  advanced  course,  as  does  the  college  and 
professional  schools  for  the  more  favored  ones,  it  must  in 
some  measure,  at  least,  fit  the  graduate  for  a  vocation. 
There  seems  to  be  no  room  for  argument  as  to  what  that 
vocation  should  be  in  the  town  of  Westmoreland,  when  we 
consider  the  geographical  position  of  the  place  and  the  in- 
dustries of  its  inhabitants.  A  secondary  school  in  Westmore- 
land which  would  offer  a  thorough  course  in  English  and 
Mathematics  with  Agriculture  for  the  boys  and  Domestic 
Science  for  the  girls  would  seem  to  be  the  right  school  in  the 
right  place,  unless  the  expense  of  maintaining  such  a  school 
should  be  unwarranted  because  of  the  small  number  of 
pupils.  WTith  the  present  scattered  coudition  of  the  schools 
and  with  no  means  of  public  conveyance,  I  should  hesitate 
to  advocate  the  establishment  of  such  a  school.  If,  how- 
ever, the  town  should  commit  itself  in  favor  of  farther  con- 
solidation, much  of  the  objection  to  such  a  plan  would  be 
removed.  The  problem  of  conveyance  would  be  solved,  at- 
tendance in  the  secondary  school  increased,  the  rudimentary 
work  of  an  agricultural  course  could  be  done  in  the  grades, 
and  what  is  even  more  important,  a  love  for  the  soil  with 
a  respect  for  the  labor  of  tilling  it  could  be  early  incul- 
cated. Thus  could  we  commence  an  education  of  our  chil- 
dren towards  the  farm  instead  of  away  from  it  as  has 
been  the  case  for  generations  in  our  schools. 

This  may  be  visionary,  but  if  so,  others  have  seen  the 
vision  as  is  witnessed  by  the  fact  that  we  now  have  in 
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this  state  two  secondary  agricultural  schools  with  one 
just  across  the  border  in  Massachusetts.  There  is  a  good 
prospect  of  the  establishment  of  several  others  during  the 
year.  Such  a  step  would  be  in  accord  with  the  report  of 
the  Country  Life  Commission  and  with  the  recommenda- 
tion of  Pres.  Roosevelt  in  his  special  message  of  February  9 
of  this  year.  Permit  me,  then,  to  ask  you  to  give  the  sub- 
ject your  careful  consideration. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  tender  ray  thanks  to  the  board 
for  their  hearty  cooperation  and  for  the  confidence  they 
have  placed  in  me,  to  the  teachers  for  their  readiness  to 
act  upon  my  suggestions  and  for  their  helpfulness  in  mak- 
ing my  work  pleasant,  and  to  the  people  in  general  for 
their  hospitality.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS. 


To  the  School  Board  of  the  School  District  of  Westmoreland: 

Herewith  I  submit  to  you  my  second  annual  report  as  super- 
intendent of  your  schools,  it  being  the  eighth  in  a  series  of  similar 
reports  so  submitted  since  you  adopted  the  district  supervisory  plan.

In  my  report  of  last  year,  I  stated  that  the  work  clone  in  your 
schools  from  the  previous  September  had  been  in  a  marked  de- 
gree successful,  for  work  done  under  the  existing  unfavorable 
conditions.  I  believe  that  the  work  has  for  the  past  year  gone 
steadily  forward  in  the  high  school  and  that  it  has  been  vastly  im- 
proved in  the  primary.  At  East  Westmoreland  there  has  been 
steady  progress,  and  there  has  been  improvement  at  the  Corners. 
The  Glebe  school  has  been  given  up  for  lack  of  pupils.  The  work 
in  the  Depot  school  was  good  during  the  spring  term  and  better 
during  the  fall  term  but  it  has  now  ceased  to  be  effective. 

For  the  last  named  condition  of  affairs  I  wish  to  blame  no 
one,  to  offer  no  excuse,  nor  to  assume  for  myself  the  responsibility. 
Permit  me,  however,  to  observe  that  it  is  utterly  impossible  for 
any  school  officer  to  establish  and  maintain  an  efficient  school 
without  the  cooperation  of  the  parents  in  that  community. 

Superintendents  are  today,  as  perhaps  never  before,  paying- 
close  attention  to  the  physical  environment  of  the  child.    As  a 
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result  the  school  houses  are  being  better  heated,  lighted,  ventilated, 
and  decorated  inside  and  out.  It  is  useless  to  try  to  teach  a 
child  whose  attention  is  constantly  withdrawn  because  of  uncom- 
fortable surroundings,  stupefied  and  poisoned  by  bad  air,  or  blinded 
by  poor  or  insufficient  light.  Poor  air  and  light  are  the  causes  of 
three  fourths  of  the  stupidity  of  school  children  wherever  found. 

Your  school  house  at  the  center  is  modern,  well  heated, 
lighted,  ventilated,  and  is  attractive  both  inside  and  out.  On  my 
frequent  visits  to  this  school  I  have  connected  the  above  stated 
condition  with  the  fact  that  in  these  two  schools  the  pupils  seemed 
more  active,  busy,  interested,  and  I  have  even  fancied  that  it 
made  a  difference  with  the  attractiveness  of  their  personal  appear- 
ance. I  believe  it  would  be  a  good  investment  for  the  district  to 
renovate  or  remodel  as  many  of  the  other  school  houses  as  are 
likely  to  be  used  for  some  time  in  the  future.  I  advise  that 
one  of  these  houses  be  put  in  shape  each  year,  commencing  with 
the  one  at  East  Westmoreland.  A  new  floor,  new  furniture,  slate 
boards,  and  a  hooded  stove  with  a  few  other  minor  repairs  will 
put  this,  house  in  a  presentable  condition. 

Your  report  shows  a  larger  expenditure  of  money  for  the 
support  of  the  school  at  the  Corners  than  for  any  other  school 
in  the  town.  In  average  attendance  for  the  last  fiscal  year,  this 
school  is  the  smallest  with  the  exception  of  the  school  at  the 
Glebe,  and  that  school  has  been  abandoned.  It  seems  to  me  that 
some  plan  ought  to  be  devised  whereby  it  would  not  cost  the  dis- 
trict so  much  larger  amount  per  capita  for  the  education  of  the 
pupils  in  attendance  in  this  school,  than  for  the  rest  of  the  town. 
Every  child  in  town  should  be  furnished  with  equal  school  ad- 
vantages as  far  as  practicable.  In  spite  of  the  transportation  fur- 
nished and  the  mileage  paid,  I  do  not  feel  that  the  pupils  in 
this  school  have  received  the  benefits  therefrom,  during  the  past 
year,  that  have  been  realized  by  the  pupils  in  any  other  school  in 
town.  I  realize  that  it  is  impossible  to  furnish  every  child  with 
precisely  the  same  advantages.  A  school  can  not  be  maintained 
in  every  man's  door  yard.  In  the  communities  where  the  chil- 
dren are  few,  it  must  naturally  be  expected  that  the  school  will 
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be  more  remote  from  a  larger  per  cent  of  the  homes.  It  will 
require  patience  on  the  part  of  school  officers  and  sacrifice  on 
the  part  of  the  parents  to  adjust  this  matter. 

Allow  me  to  indicate  to  you,  and  through  you,  to  the  people 
some  of  the  conditions  with  which  you  are  confronted  at  present. 
In  the  Depot  district  some  of  the  parents  are  anxious  to  close  the 
school  and  transport  the  pupils  to  the  Center.  Others  are  bit- 
terly opposed  to  this  policy.  There  is  a  demand  for  a  school  at 
the  Corners,  at  Poucham,  and  at  the  Meadows.  The  average  at- 
tendance from  all  three  of  these  districts  for  the  fall  term  was 
less  than  thirteen.  A  few  favor  transporting  the  children  from 
these  sections  to  the  Center,  and  some  are  doing  so  at  their  own 
expense.  To  meet  all  of  these  demands  is  impracticable  if  not 
absolutely  impossible.  Consequently  I  say  that  the  parents  must 
be  willing  to  make  sacrifices  and  that  the  school  officers  must  use 
patience  and,  while  keeping  in  mind  the  greatest  good  for  the 
largest  number,  must  be  just  to  all.  Through  you  I  ask  the 
people  to  help  the  board  and  your  superintendent  to  solve  these 
problems. 

With  hearty  and  sincere  thanks  to  the  board  for  their  sup- 
port and  cooperation,  to  the  teachers  for  their  earnestness  and 
loyalty,  to  the  pupils  for  their '  enthusiasm,  and  to  the  people  in 
general  for  their  courtesy  this  report  is  respectfully  submitted.

Herewith  1  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  third  report  as  super- 
intendent of  your  schools,  it  being  the  ninth  in  a  series  of  similar 
reports  since  your  district  availed  itself  of  the  privileges  of  the 
supervisory  district  plan.

There  is  some  call  from  the  people  in  Westmoreland  for  an  ap- 
proved high  school.  On  this  subject  I  wish  to  make  the  following 
observations.  An  approved  high  school  in  this  state  is  a  secondary 
school,  the  management  of  which  conforms  to  the  requirements  of 
the  department  of  public  instruction  and  is  adjudged  by  the  head 
of  said  department  to  be  of  sufficient  efficiency  to  come  within  the 
meaning  of  the  term  "high  school"  in  the  statutes.  The  list  of 
approved  high  schools  is  made  up  yearly  by  the  superintendent  of 
public  instruction  from  data  gained  chiefly  from  a  detailed  report 
which  is  yearly  required  from  the  school  board  or  their  agent,  the 
superintendent  of  schools,  by  the  department.  The  benefits  de- 
rived by  a  district  from  having  a  school  on  the  approved  list  are 
all  the  benefits  which  the  law  confers  on  districts  supporting  a  high 
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school.  In  other  words,  an  approved  high  school  is  the  only  high 
school  that  comes  within  the  legal  term  "high  school."  Among 
these  privileges  are  viz:  A  district  supporting  an  approved  high 
school  is  not  liable  for  the  tuition  of  a  child  residing  in  the  dis- 
trict and  attending  an  approved  high  school  or  academy  in  another 
district.  It  may  receive  pupils  residing  in  a  district  not  support- 
ing an  approved  high  school  and  collect  tuition  to  the  extent  of 
$40  per  year  from  such  district.  The  graduates  from  an  approved 
high  school  may  enter  a  New  Hampshire  normal  school  without 
examination. 

In  order  for  your  district  to  establish  an  approved  high  school, 
of  a  two  year  course  the  following  conditions  would  have  be  met : 
The  high  school  would  have  to  have  a  room  separate  from  the 
grades;  the  entire  time  of  one  accredited  teacher  would  have  to  be 
devoted  to  the  high  school  pupils;  one  and  only  one  schedule  of 
studies  could  be  offered  to  the  students;  if  the  sciences  are  to  be 
taught,  a  laboratory  with  suitable  equipment  would  have  to  be  pro- 
vided. 

Through  you,  permit  me  to  call  the  attention  of  the  people  of 
Westmoreland  to  the  provisions  of  the  statutes  for  paying  the 
tuition  of  a  child  attending  an  approved  school.  Section  1,  chap- 
ter 96  of  the  session  laws  of  1901  as  amended  by  chapter  118  of 
the  session  laws  of  1903  reads  as  follows :  "Any  town  not  main- 
taining a  high  school  or  a  school  of  corresponding  grade  shall  pay 
for  the  tuition  of  any  child  who  with  parents  or  guardian  resides 
in  said  town  and  who  attends  a  high  school  or  academy  in  the  same 
or  another  town  or  city  in  this  state,  and  the  parent  or  guardian  of 
such  child  shall  notify  the  school  board  of  the  district  in  which  he 
resides  of  the  high  school  or  academy  which  he  has  determined  to 
attend;  provided,  however,  that  no  town,  etc."  I  do  not  wish  to 
attempt  to  interpret  the  clause  which  provides  for  the  notice  to  the 
school  board  so  as  to  say  whether  it  is  mandatory  or  obligatory. 
This  much  is  certain,  that  in  a  specific  case,  if  the  school  board  do 
not  receive  notice  of  the  intention  of  the  parent  or  guardian  and  do 
not  include  the  amount  necessary  in  their  estimate  of  the  funds 
needed  for  defraying  such  obligations,  they  can  not  lawfully  au- 
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thorize  the  payment  of  the  tuition  out  of  the  funds  available  during 
that  fiscal  year. 

Permit  me  to  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  in  the  place 
of  the  one  school  at  the  Corners,  we  have  for  the  past  year  sup- 
ported two  schools,  one  at  Poocham  and  one  at  the  Meadows,  at 
about  the  same  expense  that  the  one  was  run  last  year.  Still  the 
fact  remains  that  the  expense  of  educating  the  pupils  in  these 
schools  is  from  two  to  three  times  as  great  per  capita  as  in 
any  other  school  in  the  town.  Though  the  plan  of  running 
two  schools  instead  of  the  consolidated  school  at  the  Corners  may 
be  the  more  advantageous,  yet,  I  should  like  to  see  a  better  solution 
of  the  problem  of  furnishing  school  facilities  to  that  dozen  of 
children. 

I  believe  that  the  work  in  general  in  our  schools  this  year  has 
been  a  little  more  effective  than  it  was  last  year,  in  fact,  I  believe 
that  there  has  been  a  steady  improvement  for  the  past  three  years. 

With  sincere  thanks  to  the  board  for  their  cooperation,  sup- 
port, and  confidence,  to  the  teachers  for  their  earnestness  and 
loyalty,  and  to  the  people  of  Westmoreland  for  their  hospitality, 
this  report  is  respectfully  submitted.
